Citizens engage in

tlons. 
O ther Rtates would quickly find 
them selves compelled to do the same. 
But If any should persist In letting 
office bove with typew riters produce 
st will corporations of false personnel 
arid pretended domicile, they would 
stain find the industry unprofitable 
The creation of impersonal beings 
with extraordinary rights and faclll 
ties for wrong doing is a serious mat 
for and should be so treated. 
Yet In 
Ohio it is easier to get up a corpora­ 
tion than a partnership. 
What caused for a time the ob sm r 
lng of these vital truths about state 
powers and duties was the unsatisfac­ 
tory character of our h o m e govern­ 
ments. 
I do not believe their short­ 
comings have been, on the whole, any 
greater than those of the national gov 
crnm* nt. 
They ton* h na much oftener 
and more cIoroIv and we aer* them at 
shorter range. 
T h at Is all. 
Certainly 
no state governm ent ever used, or 
wo i d have dared n> us", the taxing 
j,o v e r to swell private fortunes, or 
plunged

tures In the face of a large nnd grow ­ 
ing deficit, ebb fly due to perverting I 
taxation from Its prim ary p u r i n e of 
raising public revenue. 
B t w hatever the defects

chiefly due to lack of timely attention, 
and our hope for betterm ent springs 
from the marked renewal of active in­ 
ter**: t In them . Thin Is due som ew hat 
to the closer connection which gov 
e m in e n t now hau with industry and 
com m erce. 
’I he business Instincts of 
our citizens, long absorbed bv their 
private affairs, have turned sharply on

Ro public sentim ent will no longer 
permit charge* or suspicion of official 
misconduct to go unheeded, especially 
when lei huh a1 obstacles leave Incom­ 
plete Investigations already fruitful.
